IMMIGRATION. 



There nrn now, we bi'lievi',in [.anoiisliirc no' 
far from luilfn millidii ol niiBiiiiilo^-ed opvia 
tivBS of Olio kind unil luiolhor, but priiicipiill,' 
those who hava been engaged iu ihe niiinii 
fnuturo df cotton. Nearly nil tboee are sup 
ported, inoro or less, by the contributions oi' 
their more wenllhy broiliren. Enormous as 
httVe bean iha sunn ruised for this pin pose 
over since the coinmencer.ieul of (lie coUuii 
famine, the distress is, wo may say, only 
partially alleviated, and must be:,80; aeJong; 
na its cause exists. The people ut bomeoro 
liow beginning to appreciate this fact. They, 
or at leastraiicb of thorn ns arc notualed by 
disinleresled motives, are beginning to per- . 
ceive the sheer lolly of attempting to even 
partially support so many tliousniulp of souls 
in a slate of oiiforced idleness. Viirioiia siig- 
gestiuns aro olfirod for the purpose of en- 
abling the unemployed to do sometbinK fei' 
themaol ves. Some propoao that now branches 
of manufacture, such as that of wool lor io- 
stanoe, Bhall be established for Ihe purpose 
of giving Ihein occupation during llie prosonl 
iiinerioau war. Otliura oguin advocate the 
commciiccni'iut of various public work?, sons 
to ahaoib nil the present surplus. All thcau 
projects, it will bo observed, haro fur their 
object the reteotioa of the people in the 
country, The rhnndfaotarers apparently 
dread any, step that would have the effect of 
diininisliibg'the nunnbor ol skilled operatives- 
They aro aware that in the event of a return 
of peace, or of a suflicient supply of good ojtloii, 
no multer from what source, there would be 
a renewal of the maanfactaro to an almosi 
unexampled esteut, and'itbat nothing would 
better ihieirjntoresls more, than a well stocked 
labor tdarkct. It was to be cspecled, there, 
foio, that the maDufacturers would view the 
project of a large eniigralion of the operatives 
with no very fiioiidly fcelicg, and would en- 
deavor to oppose it. 'i'hoir opposition is like- 
likely to bo as fruitless as it id sol- 
fish. If they desire to retain the opeiu- 
tives in , the country, they will, shouUi 
the present war hold out much longer 
have to do so at their own expense. 

The Rev. Chns.Kiti^sloy, who has at various 
times during the pre&enl diitrcss '.vrilten to 
the public journals on the subject, has recent- 
ly sent a communication to the Times in res- 
pect to the Sialybridge riots. He reflcola in 
no meabured'terios upoD.lbe iuooDsislent con- 
duel of .tijolf iMaiiqhester school, who having 
built up ihoit., oommerco niul thriven by po- 
litical ccorioinyi' without alms an.i williout 
protection, aro now beginning to demand 
alms and protection for their trailo, " 1 en 
treat," says he, " the British public to make 
tliB Uelicf Coiiiiniucea understond, oneo and 
fur all; that iliey will allow no such attempt ; 
that they will DO,t soe. their gifts perverted to 
the injury of tfibie whom they were meant to 
benelii ; that thoy will do all in their power 
ir. lifi.io,, tiin 1i>lior market of Luncashire, by 
enabling its people to cmisrale to the Colo- 
nies, where they will be healthier, belter, 
and richer than thoy have ever beon at 
home,-and-tbat if the manuliicturcrs should 
ierott Iter need fresh bands they must supply 
tliemsolves ns they have done tor, years past, 
and very profitably to themselves from Ire- 
laud. I entreat iny countrymen to give to 
that emigration an much, ur it need be, twice 
as nuicli as they gave last year for a less im- 
poriaiil and neoeesary objoQ', important and 
necessary as that was; to demand nt oncn 
that a portion of wbot thoy have already 
'given'.ihaU be employed for emigration pur- 
poses." Speakingof the urgency of the matter 
he says ''A few moiitlis liesilatiun,a lew more 
BOps of £()00 pent down from the Jlansion 
House to successful rioters, and England will 
have incurred the everlasting disgrace of hnv- 
ingkfpt citizens at home on alms, for the very 
purpose of permanently impoverishing them, 
while she had vast colonies waiting to be 
tilled ; and of having Ik-co forced, more 
nionstrous still, tohe.v them down with cav 
airy (for that is eomiiig) in order to persuade 
them to slay here and be poor." 

Tliia is a sensible view of a very grave 
question, and one which is entertained by 
many others besides Mr. Kingslcy, and we 
should pot bo sorprised at hearing shortly ol j aiuI fIk- i.nf tii<. pi 
its assuming a practical .shap- ti,,, : .M"- •.• "-ti-. o. i
